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Federal Legislation and Veteran Hospitals 


ORE THAN TWENTY BILLS have been introduced in this session of 
Congress providing for the building of Veterans Hospitals, in 
new locations, or for new additions, increasing the bed capacities 

of existing Veterans Hospitals. 

Additional Veterans Hospitals are not needed. Ample facilities for 
the care of sick and disabled veterans have already been provided. The 
expenditure of vast sums for the construction and operation of new 
facilities, for this purpose, is unwarranted and of course unnecessary, 
more particularly in view of the fact that the requirements for hospital 
care for veterans has reached or soon will reach its peak. 

Our established voluntary hospitals, widely distributed throughout 
the United States, adequately equipped and offering the best of profes- 
sional service to the disabled veteran, can and will be glad to provide 
hospital care for the veterans at a charge no greater than the costs which 
the Veterans Administration is now paying for the care given in Vet- 
erans Hospitals. The government could utilize the facilities which these 
hospitals provide without making the immense capital investment in- 
cident to new construction. 

The American Hospital Association has always insisted that the dis- 
abled veteran, suffering from illness or disability incurred in or as the 
result of his service, should be given the best of care. It has been op- 
posed to the indiscriminate use of government hospitals for the care of 
patients whose disabilities are not connected with their service. 

With the exception of veterans suffering from nervous and mental 
conditions, or from tuberculosis, all other disabled veterans requiring hos- 
pitalization could be cared for in twenty per cent of the beds provided 
in existing Veterans Hospitals. 

Veterans Hospitals are definitely competing with voluntary hospitals 
and individual medical practitioners, in providing hospital and medical 
care for patients who do not come within the provisions of the Veterans 
Administration legislation. The menace of the Veterans Hospitals to 
the voluntary hospitals and to the medical profession is real and will 
assume larger proportions if Congress authorizes the building of these 
new hospitals, and important additions to those already built. 

The action of the Detroit Hospital Council in opposing the construc- 
tion of a new Veterans Hospital in Detroit was prompt and vigorous. 
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Similar action should be taken by the hospitals and the medical profession 
in all localities where Congressional legislation proposes the construction 
of new Veterans Hospitals. 

The Detroit Hospital Council sent the following telegram to the two 
Senators and to each member of the House of Representatives from 
Michigan: 

“Detroit, April 25, 1935 


“Detroit District Hospital Council, representing twenty-three 
general hospitals of Detroit and vicinity, in session today, offer 
facilities of local hospitals for the care of veterans at a cost not ex- 
ceeding government cost. Several hundred beds are available and 
a new veterans hospital is not needed.

Upward Trend in Demand 
of Hospitals for Nurses 


HE DEMAND from hospitals over the country for general staff nurses 

is steadily increasing, according to Miss Adda Eldridge, director of 

the Central Council of Nursing Education, Chicago, who receives 
calls daily from hospitals in various sections for that type of nurse. 

Along with that demand, explains Miss Eldridge, is a distinct lack of 
enough nurses of the right type to supply the hospitals’ demands. This 
fact, she reports, has grown out of the varied educational standards out- 
lined and demanded by the different schools of nursing. 

It is interesting to note from her report that the hospitals are re- 
quiring nurses employed to have higher educational standards than ever 
before. Therefore, though there are many competent nurses seeking 
hospital employment, they lack the needed educational requirements. 

Since the purpose of the Central Council is educational as well as place- 
ment service, Miss Eldridge sees the raising of educational requirements 
gradually in nursing schools over the country to meet the demands of 
the hospitals along that line. 
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New York Adopts a Sound Policy 


Proprietary Hospitals to Be Strictly Regulated by the City 


TRICTER CONTROL of private hospitals and sanatoria in the City of 
New York will result from the adoption of new regulations issued 
today by the Department of Hospitals. 

Local medical organizations and civic bodies have stressed the need 
of a more effective system of control of these institutions and the de- 
mand for higher standards is supported by an association of the more 
advanced proprietary hospitals, which has aimed to secure for its mem- 
bers the approval of the American College of Surgeons and full recogni- 
tion as ethical institutions. 

Dr. S. S. Goldwater, Commissioner of Hospitals, stated that the new 
regulations are the result of studies carried on jointly by the Department’s 
Division of Inspection, its administrative consulting board and the Co- 
ordinating Committee of the Five County Medical Societies. 

Hereafter the Department of Hospitals will decline to issue a permit 
to any proprietary hospital or sanitarium which fails to conform to the 
standards defined for physical condition and administrative practice. 
Under a local law “the maintenance of any hospital or institution not 
duly incorporated pursuant to law and not licensed by the Board of 
Health, unless licensed by the Department of Hospitals, is a mis- 
demeanor.” 

A license granted by the Department of Hospitals may be revoked in 
its discretion. Under the new rules, permits will be issued to each hos- 
pital for a definite number of beds; where changes in bed capacity are 
intended an amended application must be filed. 

For licensing purposes, proprietary hospitals are classified under the 
new regulations as general hospitals, i.e., those which admit miscellaneous 
medical and surgical patients; special hospitals, i.e., those which limit their 
admissions to a clinical specialty, such as maternity, orthopedics, skin 
disease, or diseases of the eye, ear, nose and throat; and those which are 
restricted to neurological diseases, drug addiction, or the care of alcoholics. 

Every licensed proprietary hospital must comply with the local build- 
ing and fire laws and with the sanitary code. New hospital buildings 
over twenty feet high must be fireproof. 

The Department will not recognize as hospitals, private establishments 
which occupy sections of hotels or multiple dwellings. 

An entirely new ruling requires that each proprietary hospital shall 
be supervised by a medical board which shall include among its mem- 
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bers an internist, a surgeon, an obstetrician (if maternity service is pro- 
vided), and a pathologist. At least once in each calendar year the medi- 
cal board must make a thorough inspection of the physical condition of 
the hospital, and it is responsible for the maintenance of proper pro- 
fessional and ethical standards. 

A resident physician licensed in New York State is required in each 
hospital by the new rules; the resident must not engage in practice out- 
side of the institution. 

At least one graduate nurse registered in New York State must be in 
attendance at all times. 

Operating and delivery rooms must be in charge of a graduate nurse. 

The payment of commissions, bonuses or gratuities in any form what- 
soever to any physician, surgeon or to any organization directly or in- 
directly is forbidden to private hospitals and sanatoria under the new 
rules. 

The systematic filing of clinical records after discharge of patients 
is called for. 

Rooms for the isolation of contagious or infectious diseases and proper 
isolation technique are required. 

A laboratory, in charge of an experienced clinical pathologist, must be 
provided by any hospital with a capacity of thirty patients or more. 

At least one portable shock-proof x-ray apparatus operated under the 
supervision of a competent medical roentgenologist must be provided. 

Poisonous drugs and stimulants are to be properly protected. 

An annual statistical report is required, corresponding in form to re- 
ports demanded from voluntary hospitals by the State Department of 
Social Welfare. 

The Council or Community Relations of the American Hospital Asso- 
ciation is studying New York City’s new proprietary hospital regulations 
as a basis for similar regulations throughout the country.

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Court Decision 


N INTERESTING CASE, McKay v. Washoe General Hospital (Nev.), 
33 P. (2d) 755, has been decided by the Supreme Court of 
Nevada. 

The suit was brought by a former patient against the Washoe county 
hospital. The plaintiff alleged that she was admitted to the hospital as 
a pay patient, and as a result of the negligence of a nurse in the hos- 
pital’s employ alleged that a liquid not prescribed by the plaintiff’s physi- 
cian was instilled in her eye, and the sight of the right eye was destroyed. 
The plaintiff brought suit to recover damages from the hospital, and 
the action was dismissed in the trial court and the plaintiff took appeal 
to the Supreme Court of the state. 

The Supreme Court stated that it is a well recognized general rule 
that a county cannot be legally sued without legislative consent. While 
conceding the correctness of this general rule, the plaintiff contended 
that it did not apply in the present case. The plaintiff argued that her 
experience as a patient was not mandatory but was discretionary, and that 
no governmental function was involved in her treatment or care, and 
that the same rule and law should apply to the defendant hospital as 
would apply to an individual or corporation operating a hospital for 
profit. The plaintiff further argued that the county had nothing to 
do with the control or management of the institution, the management 
and control being vested in an agency created by legislative enactment. 

The Supreme Court ruled that the liability of an organization created 
by or organized pursuant to statute, is dependent on the intention of 
the legislature in enacting the law. The act under which the defendant 
hospital was organized did not create a corporation, but merely author- 
ized the respective counties to establish a hospital, and it did not provide 
that such hospital might sue or be sued. All monies raised by taxation 
pursuant to the act are collected as other taxes are collected and must 
be credited to a “hospital fund.” The money so collected “shall be paid 
out on the order of the hospital trustees for the purposes authorized by 
this act, and for no other purpose whatever.” The title to all property 
donated for such a hospital is vested in the county. The Court felt that 
the legislative intention is plain to create a public institution which should 
own no property, have no income, and no method of raising money, and 
hence no ability to pay anything. “Certainly,” said the Court, “it was 
not the legislative intent to make such an institutien liable in damages

for any act done in carrying out the purposes sought to be obtained.” 
“Furthermore,” the Court said, “the failure of the legislature to provide 
that the defendant might sue and be sued was a conclusive reason why 
the present action could not be obtained.” 


The judgment of the trial court was affirmed. 


Institute For Hospital Administrators 


LANS FOR THE 1935 Institute for Hospital Administrators have ad- 
vanced satisfactorily. As previously announced, the Institute will 
be held in Chicago on September 11-25, the headquarters being the 
dormitories of the University of Chicago, as in former years. The work 
will be divided among seminars with practical discussion, lectures, numer- 
ous afternoon studies at hospitals, and round tables in the evenings. 
The Committee on Arrangements has secured the following well- 
known men, each of whom will devote two days to the Institute, deal- 
ing with the subjects indicated: 


Dr. B. W. Black, Medical Director of Alameda County Insti- 
tutions, Oakland, California: general organization of hospitals; 
management and maintenance of plant. 

Dr. Donald C. Smelzer, Director of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania Graduate Hospital, Philadelphia: business administration; 
housekeeping. 

Dr. Christopher G. Parnall, Medical Director, Rochester General 
Hospital, Rochester, New York: medical and nursing organization; 
records. 

Dr. Charles F. Wilinsky, Superintendent, Beth Israel Hospital, 
and Assistant Commissioner of Health, Boston, Massachusetts: pub- 
lic health and community relations of hospitals and clinics. 


Other general subjects, such as food service, accounting and group 
hospitalization, will be covered on intervening days. Arrangements will 
be made to cover specialized topics in which a number of students ex- 
pressed particular interest, and some additional general subjects will be 
covered, as in former years, by lectures during the first morning hour. 

On most of the evenings round tables will be conducted by Dr. Mal- 
colm T. MacEachern. 
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Students who have attended the Institute in previous years will be 
given an opportunity to select particular subjects to which they can 
devote a considerable part of their time during the two weeks, and ar- 
rangements for them to pursue these subjects will be planned indi- 
vidually. 

Students who do not have homes in Chicago will live in Judson or 
Burton Court, the University of Chicago dormitories, which furnish com- 
fortable and convenient accommodations with classrooms and dining halls 
in the same building. Some evenings, together with Saturday afternoons 
and Sundays, will be left clear for recreation and for visits to the numer- 
ous points of interest in and about Chicago. 

Registration fee is $10.00; living expenses for the two weeks amount 
to about $30. Some additional expenses for local transportation to hos- 
pitals will be incurred. Application blanks are available from Dr. Bert 
W. Caldwell, Executive Secretary of the American Hospital Associa- 
tion. A syllabus giving final details of the curriculum will be available 
later. 


Standardization of Hospital Supplies 
Make for Possible Large Economies 


OME 30 PER CENT of the total maintenance costs of hospitals is for 
goods that can be readily standardized without interfering with 
the requirements of the professional staffs, according to a report 

presented to the Public Health Congress Council, London. By stand- 
ardization and bulk purchasing, economies of 10-30 per cent may be 
effected. 

Standardization is applicable to hospital furniture and textiles, crock- 
ery, cutlery, surgical materials and rubber goods, office requisites and 
many other articles. Examples are given in the report of economies that 
could be effected through standardizing such materials. Reports of com- 
mittees that have considered the subject in Germany and in New York 


are included. 
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The Small Hospital Laundry Problem

T HAS BEEN the general consensus of opinion for many years that 
the small hospital of approximately fifty beds or under was not 
justified in conducting an independent laundry service and that in 

the long run savings would be effected by sending out the soiled linen 
to a local commercial laundry. 

There was justification for this belief, based upon the high cost of 
laundry machinery of the heavy duty type and also on the cost of the 
expert personnel required to operate it. Certainly, under the conditions 
heretofore existing, the small hospital which expended the sums necessary 
to equip and maintain a first class laundry could hardly justify the out- 
lay in comparison to the cost of commercial service. 

Within the last few years, however, the manufacturers of heavy duty 
laundry machinery have applied themselves to the problem of perfecting 
new washing equipment to meet the needs of the smaller institutions and 
the sturdiness of the apparatus compares favorably with that intended 
for the large institutions. 

Then, too, those engaged in manufacturing ironing equipment for 
domestic use have gradually improved their output until it is now pos- 
sible to secure suitable electric or gas heated domestic ironers of a quality 
that will meet the needs of the small hospital. Both the washers and 
ironers mentioned are of a type that does not require experienced ‘per- 
sonnel and so that problem, too, need not be further considered. 

Recent studies in the consumption of linen in many small hospitals 
using commercial laundries discloses the fact that because of the destruc- 
tive washing process too often used, the life of the linen is measurably 
shortened so that the cost of laundry service, added to the excessive loss 
from abuse, brings the total cost far beyond the means of the average 
small hospital. 

Taking all of these facts into consideration we believe the time has 
come for the small hospitals to look carefully into this matter, with the 
object of determining whether or not it would be in their interest to 
set up a modest laundry plant, utilizing the efficient and comparatively 
inexpensive equipment now on the market and thereby saving a con- 
siderable amount now being expended for the replacement of linen 
destroyed by washing processes that cannot be controlled by the institu- 
tion.

His accomplishments as a hospital administrator received early recog- 
nition and his advancement from an assistant superintendent, to the 
superintendency of Touro Infirmary, and then to his appointment as 
director of Strong Memorial, one of our most important hospitals with 
university connections, has been as rapid as it has been merited.

MacLean is President of the Louisiana State Hospital Association, and 
member of the Council in Administrative Practice of the American Hos- 
pital Association. 

Judge Charles Rosen, President of the Board of Touro Infirmary, in 
speaking of Dr. MacLean’s appointment, says: “He pulled Touro In- 
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firmary through the worst period of the depression, and installed all 
sorts of tremendous developments at the hospital. His driving power as 
an executive matches his vision as a modern hospital administrator. 
Touro Infirmary today, thanks to Dr. MacLean, is in the finest shape I 
have ever known the hospital to be in the 36 years I have been connected 
with it.” 

The New Orleans Times Picayune says editorially: ‘Touro has just 
dedicated a $250,000 addition to its physical plant. Under Dr. Mac- 
Lean’s administration it has made notable progress along various lines, 
notwithstanding the fact that most of his term here was in an era of 
profound economic unrest. Not only did he conduct the infirmary’s 
affairs with distinction, but, coming here as a stranger, he soon earned 
and steadfastly kept the friendship and respect of those persons of various 
classes to whom a hospital ministers in crises. At this crucial time, 
when neither birth nor death, or the stages between, are able to escape 
the grasping hand of the politician, suffering humanity needs such friends 
as Dr. MacLean.”
